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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following correspondence is a non-final Office Action for application number 
10/705,770 for a STAND FOR SUPPORTING A MONITOR MAIN BODY, filed on 
11/12/2003. Claims 1-8 and 18-25 are withdrawn. Claims 9-17 are pending. 

Priority 

2. Applicant is advised of possible benefits under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), wherein an 
application for patent filed in the United States may be entitled to the benefit of the filing 
date of a prior application filed in a foreign country. 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The information disclosure statements filed on 2/17/2004 and 1 1/18/2005 fail to 
comply with 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(3) because they do not include a concise explanation of 
the relevance, as it is presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 
156(c) most knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed 
that is not in the English language. They have been placed in the application file, but 
the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

5. The information disclosure statements filed on 1 1/18/2005 and 5/31/2006 fail to 
comply with 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign 
patent document; each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it 
to be listed; and all other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. They 
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have been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not 
been considered. 

Drawings 

6. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: reference numbers 93 and 94 (Fig. 6). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the specification to add the 
reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

7. In addition to Replacement Sheets containing the corrected drawing figure(s), 
applicant is required to submit a marked-up copy of each Replacement Sheet including 
annotations indicating the changes made to the previous version. The marked-up copy 
must be clearly labeled as "Annotated Sheets" and must be presented in the 
amendment or remarks section that explains the change(s) to the drawings.

CFR 1.121(d)(1). Failure to timely submit the proposed drawing and marked-up copy 
will result in the abandonment of the application. 

8. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show a 
detailed description of the flat spring 70 as described in the specification [0031-0032; 
0040-0041]. The spring 70 pictured in Figure 1 is vague and small and the 
correspondence to the monitor is unclear. The drawings are also objected to under 37 
CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show a detailed description of the spiral spring 90 as 
described in the specification [0025]. The spring 90 pictured in Figure 6 is vague and 
small and its correspondence to the monitor is unclear. Any structural detail that is 
essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the 
drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are 
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not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

10. Claims 9, 10 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Sung (U.S. Pat. 6,905,099). 

Regarding claim 9, Sung teaches a monitor (3) including a base member (10) 
and a monitor main body displaying a picture (Figs. 1, 2), the monitor comprising: a 
base bracket connected to the base member (front part of base 10 as seen in Fig. 3), a 
stand member (20) connected to the base bracket, a moving member (30) connected to 
the monitor main body, and movably connected to the stand member, a first forcing 
member (24); a locking part (32) located on the moving member, a locking hook (41) 
located on one of the stand member and or the base member, and a second forcing 
member (46, 46a or 46b). 
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Regarding claim 10, Sung teaches the monitor of claim 9 where the first forcing 
member (24) comprises a spring connected to the stand member and the moving 
member (col. 3, lines 41-45). 

Regarding claim 17, Sung teaches the monitor of claim 9 where the third force 
comprises a component of the weight of the monitor main body acting in the second 
direction (if one were to tilt the monitor body.) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

12. Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sung 
(U.S. Pat. 6,905,099). 

Regarding claim 1 1 , Sung teaches the monitor of claim 9, but does not 
specifically teach that the second forcing member comprises a flat spring located inside 
the locking part. Sung, however, teaches the monitor having a second forcing member 
that is a coil spring (46, 46a or 46b) located inside the locking part. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to construct the coil spring as a flat spring as a 
matter of obvious deign choice, especially since the specification discloses the use of a 
coil spring inside the locking part. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

13. Claims 12-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
